Not tbe least important resuli’ of 
ihe taking of the Canadian censusis 
ihe readjustment of provincial | rep- 
resentation in the federal parliament 
which it involves. By a peculiar pro- 
vision of the confederation act intend- 
ed to protect the special interesis of 
tbe province of Quebec, that province 
retains a fixed) number of parliamen- 
tary representatives. The number is 
65, Whether the population of Que- 
bec increases or decreases the repre- 
sentation remains the same, The 
peculiarity is that although increase 
or decrease of its own population ‘does 
not affect the representation of Que- 
bec it is made to affect the representa- 
tion of all the other provinces, irre- 
epective of their own actual increase 
or decrease. The total population of 
Qucbec is divided after each census 
by the fixed number of ita parlia- 
mentary representation and the re- 
sult is the number of people who in 
each of the other provinces are en- 
iitled to aj representatjve, {At the 
census of 1891 Quebec had a popula- 
s tion of 1,488,535. This number divid- 
ed by 65 gave 22,900. ‘Thus every 
22,900 people in every other province 
were entitled to a, parliamentary rep- 


resentative. But the population . of 
Quebec was considerably, greater, in 
1891 iban it had beer in 1881. There- 


fore the number of peuple to a con- 
stituency had increased. And unless 
ihe ‘number of people in each of the 
oiber provinces had increased corres- 
poudingly they had more members un- 
der the census of 1681, than they were 
entitled to under the census of 189]. 
Aja matter of fact in; the read just- 
ment of representation after the 
census of 1891, Prince Edward Istand 
lost onc member, Nova, Scotia one and 
New Brunswick two, not because those 
provinces had decreased in populatio., 
but because they had not increased as 
rapidly as Quebec. Ontario's‘ repre- 
sentation remained at. the same, fig- 
ure, and Manitoba’s, was increased 
irom four to seven. The ‘Territories 
and British Columbia already had by 
act of admission to confederation 
more members than they were e- 
titled to by population. What; took 
place in 1891 is repeated, in 1901. Que- 
bec shows a larger increase of popu- 
lation iban either the Maritime pro- 
vinces or Ontario and consequently 
ihey must lose representation. But 
all the western provinces and Terri- 
tories show a larger increase than 
Quebec therefore they gain represen- 
ication. Just how much they will gain 
depends on whether they are allowed 
representation for the fraction of 
population over the, exact number re- 
sulting from the division of the total 
population by 24,938, the exact num- 
ber who in Quebec will have a repre- 
sentative. It may bq argued) that the 
law is specific, and that pot jess than 
24,938 people in any province may have 
a representative. But inj that case 
the people comprising’ the fraction 
would be unrepresented, which\ is cer- 
tainly rot contemplated by the’ act of 
coufederation. The question of whe- 
ther the fraction is to bej represented 
or not is important im all the pro- 
vinces, but particulary so in the West, 
where it must{ make! the} differencej of 
four members one way cx the other,. 
Manitoba is entitled to 921-25 mem- 
bers, the Northwest to 520-25, Brit- 
ish Columbia to 715-25, and the Yu- 
kon approximately to 118-25. Each 
of ibe four political divisions westt of 
Lake Superior has nearly, but’ not 
quite enough people for) one more 
member, a difference in the parlia- 
mentary strength of the West equal 
to the total present representation of 
ihe Northwest Territories. 


While all will agree that on every 
principle of justice the West’ is en- 
titled to the representation of its sev- 
eral fractions of population it is un- 
fortunate that the principle of giv- 
ing representation to the fraction will 
be decided on the decrease of the eas'- 
ern provinces rather than gn the in- 
crease of the western) ones. If the 
mf eastern proviaces get the benefit of 
1 ihe fraction so will the western. But 

if they lose the fraction we! can scar- 

cely expeci to gain it. Om a similir 

calculation as aiready given in regard 

io ihe West, Ontario js entiited! to 
8617-25 members, Nova, Scotia ta 18 
9-25, New’ Brunswick, to 136-25 and 
Prince Edward Island, toi 43-25. There 
is, bowever, this difference betweea 
ibe fractions in the East and in ithe 
West, while all the western fractions 
are over half, the Maritime province 
fractions are considerably under half, 
It would appear fo be a fair com- 
promise, and would) suit! tha West,s to 
allow representation to the fraction 
when it was over half and to refuse 
it when it was less. Most! of the 
statements as to gain or loss of rep- 
resentation appearing in the éast- 
ern papers seem to have been made up 
on ibis principle, as Ontario is con- 
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ceded to lose 5 members, Novai Scotia | other o-use unfit to be graded as No. 3, 


2, New Brunswick 1, and Prince Ed- 
ward Island 1, while Manitoba iscon- 
ceded an increase! of 3, the Territories 
of 2, and British Columbia 2, The Yu- 
kon is not' given, but it will certainiy 
be untitled to one representative and 
possibly to twe. This would leave the 
house of commons with the samei re- 
presentatiom as at present, but would 
shift nine seats from) east tcf westi of 
Lake Superior. This effect; of ‘ the 
peculiar method of redjustment pro- 
vided by the confederation act was 
scaraely contemplated by the fathers 
of confederation. Ae Oe 
ee 

It appears that’ while the Manitgba 
government ws_ scouring Eastern 
Canada for harves‘; hands the Domin- 
ion government was doing the same 
thing in the Old Country. As a re- 
sult 126 farm laborers from England 
and Seotland arrived in Winnipeg on 
Aug. 27th. Fi*‘ty more are known to 
be on the way. They, are spoken of 
as desirabi* young mem, and it is be- 
lieved they will have no difficu’ty in 
securing harvest work. The scheme of 
inducing this class of immigrants is 
a good one if it is nol, overdone. The 
harvest season is short and the winter 
is long. If the men come understand- 
ing the covditions and prepared for 
them they are all right. Buti they 
cannot return home for the winter as 
easily and cheaply as the Eastern 
Canadian harvest excursionists' can. 
The success achieved in attracting 
harvest hands from Eastern Canada 
and Britain shows what can be done 
in the way of izxomigration} amongst 
our own people urjer favorable con- 
ditions by practical methods.

Dawson, Yukon, Aug. 4.—The big 
steel dredge brought down the Yukon 
from its former field, of operation, on 
the Hootalingua has been knocked 
down and taken to iower Bonanza and 
reassembled there.

The plant is the 
first of its kind in the Gamp, and js,a 
success. It cost $250,000. It gathers 
earth from the creek beds and throws
